@ VITAL RECORDS FROM "THE DETROIT GAZETTE" 1817-1830 
Collected by Beulah Puffer Kresge of Royal Oak, Michigan 
Continued from December 










June 26, 1827. We this morning received the melancholy in formation that 
the Hon. John Hunt, one of the Judges of the Supreme Court of this Territory, died 
at Hartford near Utica, N. Y. We have not learnt the day of his death. 











July 10, 1827. On the 4th inst. Abner Willard was killed by his brother, 
Levi, four miles below Detroit. The brothers were intoxicated. A wife and five 
children survived, 










July 24, 1827. The Hon. Augustus B. Woodward, Judge of the Superior Court 
for Middle Florida (and formerly presiding judze of the Supreme Court of this Terri- 
tory) died at Tallahassee (Florida) on the 12th ultimo. 

The deceased with whom many of our fellow citizens wore acquaintcd, 
possessed an enquiring and active mind, and talents which were calculated to render 
him eminently useful; but while resident in this Territory, his usefulness was in : 
measure, marred by a too constant application of his mental energics to objects of 
novel & impracticable nature, Hc wes ceccntric while with us, to a fault - and this 
trait in his character lead, no doubt, to his removal from among us. Few men pos: 
ed in a greater degree, the power of winning the cstcem of a strangor - his eddres 
and conversation was easy end pleasing and his discourse was gcnerally rend 
interesting by an exhibition of ideas, partaking lergely of originality and lcoarning. 
He possessed venerable eminence as a scholar, and was the author of « fow productions, 
which are charactcrized by the novelty of their contents, and the style in which thoy 

& are written; among these arc an essay relative to the "substance of the (lew?) 
printed twenty or thirty years ago in the city of Washington, and e book of consider- 
able magnitude (printed in a clegant manner, seversl years ego in Philadelphia) upon 
the clessificetion of the Sciences, We have not had opportunities and perhaps we ar 
not qualified to judge of his attainments as a jurist. Upon this point we cen only 
sey that opinions were various .mong the gcntlemen of the Michigan Ber, We hav 
given some of his decisions in our columns nd wh:tever may be their value we ar 
sure that none will say thet they do not contnin ample cvidence of laborious resenrch 
and -investig-tion, 

It is very cvident from the following notice of the deccase of Judge wWood- 
werd which we copy into our columns with plocsure, th-t his conduct wes highly sxtis- 
factory to the people of Floride; and to his many friends and qcqucintancecs in this 
Territory, it will be s cheering gratification to learn, that after - life of toil 
and study, and of snxicty, he breathed his lest among those who entertained for him 

a profound respect and 2 sincere fricndship.

813-W-2; DOTY - REED: I wish to find the parents of Matilda (sometimes called 
Betsey) Doty, born July 31, 1764 (Where?) who married (published) Merch 7, 1786 at 
Bridgewater, Mass. (Bridgewater V, R.), Samuel Reed (Read) of Cummington, He was a 
descendant of William and Avis (Deacon) Reed of Weymouth. He was a Revolutionary 
War soldier and drew a pension eat Wendell, Mass., for service in Gen, ©. Pattcrson's 
Brigade, Capt. Drury's Company, Cole Eln. Sproat's Regiment, in Continental Army, 
Mass. line; of Bridgewater when he enlisted, 

They lived and died at Wendell, Mass., and ell their children, except 
possibly Hosea, the cldest child, born Feb, 7, 1788, were born in Wendcll. Hosea 
appeared on the town cicrk's record where 211 the children arc listed together, 
but his birth is not given in the chrch records where births are recorded es they 
occur in the town and not as families, In this church record, Matilda (Doty) Reed 
is given both es Matilda and as Betscoy “wife of Samucl Rec@". I sew the record last 
fugust, 1941, in hopes to find her church lotter recommending her to this church, 
but didn't find it, 

The DOTY - DOTEN genealogy does not give this Matilda Doty, but it docs 
give, number 3293, JOHN DOTY, born about 1712, Piscataway, N. J., merried PROBABLY 
in Somerset Cos, N. J., PROBABLY lived in Somerville, N. J., whore he dicd about 
1778. He was PROBABLY e« Revolutionary soldicy, private in Capt. Jacob TonHyck's 
Co., lst Battalion, Somersct Co., N. J. Militia, His sons were in the SAME COMPANY. 
One of these sons wes JOHN, born 1756, Somerset Co,, Ns J. These Johns were of tho 
family of Samuel, 4th child of Edward Doty of the Mayflowcr, and DOTY - DOUGHTH! 
genealogy does not give much information on their descendants, but it does say that 
the village of New Providence, Union Co., N. J., was formerly eslicd "Turkey", 
where an uncle of this clder John lived. 

In my search last August st Wendell, Mass., I found, in the ORIGIN/.L book 
of records of the town of Ylendell, page 164, the record of the intcntion of merriagc 
of JOHN DOTY of PROVIDENCE and Ruth Porter of Wendell. In the church records of the 
Congregational Church (original records), on page 20, is recorded the birth of a 
child of Samucl and Matilde Reed, end ON THE SECOND LINE RELOY, the birth of 2 
daughter, of John and Ruth DOTY, date of both, Feb. 14, 1792. The date of the in+ 
tention of marringe of John Doty and Ruth Portcr was Jan. 5, 1790, This would indi- 
cate that the familics were closcly associated in Wendell, ond probably related. 

I think it quite likely that John Doty was a brother of Matilda (DOTY) Reed. If 
desired I can give 211 of the children of Samucl ond Matilde, amd whom thoy merricd, 
and some of the grand-children, 

I scerched the Probate records of Northampton, Hampshire Co., Mass., and 
found, dated Dec. 21, 1792, the appointment of JOHN DOTY, of “cndcll, administrator 
of the estate of "JOHN DOTY, late . soldier in the Continentel Army, cnd WHO DIED IN 
THE SERVICE". The return of the edministration was not to be found. 

I also found in land records of Berkshire Co., Mrsss, mention of "A nov 
place called NEY PROVIDENCE, Berkshire Cos, Mass." 

I suppose it is possible that Motilda (Doty) Reed mcy have belonged to 
the Hardwick, Mass., Dotys. Hor daughtcr, Lydia Reed, mirricd Obidich Rogers, of 
Herdwick, lived there and ct Now Braintree, and lator in Reisin township, Lenoweo 
County, Michigan. an some one help me with this problem?
